mayor was made out by Coroner John 
E. Traegcr and turned over to the po- 
lice department for sen-Ice. 


With Mayor Harrison the following 


were held to tho grand Jury as. respon- 
sible In part for the fire and Its at- 
tending holocaust, which the jury de- 
clared was the result of violations of 
the city ordinances In every part of tho 
playhouse: 


Manager Is Held. 


Will J. Davis, president of tho Iro- 


quois Theater Company and manager 
of the theater. Held to he responsible 
for neglect In not seeing that tho 
theater was properly constructed and 
properly equipped. 


William H. Musham. chief of the flro 


department. Held responsible for not 
seeing that tho theater was equipped 
with'fire apparatus as required by tho 
ordinance, and with not properly In- 
structing Fireman William C. Sailers 
in his duties. 


George Williams, building commis- 


sioner. Responsible for allowing the 
Iroquois theater to be opened when 
not completed, and without 
having 


.made a thorough Inspection ot the 
structure and'Its equipments.

Fixes Cause of Fire. 


The Jury fixed tho cause of the 


flro as the contact 
of tho 
grand 


draper}' with an electric arc lamp. 


It found that the city ordinances 


were not complied with on tho stago 
In respect to having It furnished with 
flro. apparatus. 


It found that the ordinances woro 


violated In tho first floor of tho audi- 
torium by the filling of aisles In front 
of the boxes on either side with 
seats, and In not having the/exits 
properly designated. 


It found that tho "asbestos" cur- 


tain had been totally destroyed, and 
that It was wholly Ineffectual as a 
protection In case of a fire in the In- 
flammable stage settings. 


Many Violations. 


It found that the ordinances had 


been violated In that the scenery and 
woodwork of the stage had not been 
properly protected by flrcproofing. 


It found that tho ordinances had 


been violated In tho -dress circle by 
not having proper signs to denote 
tho exits'. 


It found that the ordinances had 


been violated. In-the gallery hy_not 
having tho exits properly designated 
and because of . the extremely steep 
pitch of the floor. 


. It found that thcro was a serious 


defect In tho construction of the stair- 
way and gallery promenade that led 
to the retiring rooms and the locked 
door to tho private stairway. 
This 


defect It declared misleading and to 
be responsible for more • than fifty 
deaths.

House Committee Reports Urgent Deficiency 


' Bill Carrying $145,000—Two Ses- 


sions Are Merged. 


Washington, Jan. 26.—An approprl- 


ntlon of $Mr>.(lOO for oxtra milenRc on 
accotint-of the special and extra ses- 
sions of congress has been Inserted 
by tho house committee on appropri- 
ations In the urgent deficiency bill. 
There was only one dissenting vote 
In the committee. 
The contention 


of the majority of tho committee Is 
that senators and representatives are 
entitled to two allowances for mile-, 
age, because congress was called In 
extra HCrfslon In November, while tho 
present Is the regular annual session 
provided by the Constitution. 


But One Session. 


Those who oppose the scheme take 


the ground that It Is a clear "grab" 
which congress can, but should not. 
vote Itself. This Is argued on the 
ground that the extra session merged 
'Into the regular session, and In real- 
ity thcri! Is only one HCRslon. and 
that the mileage allowance provided 
liy law did not contemplate any such 
proceeding as now proposed. It was 
not possible for any member of con- 
Cress to gn tu bis home and return 
again. 


Further debate In tho Kcnatc de- 


veloped that no senator Is prepared 
to contend that thoro was a con- 
structive rcceHK between the extra 
and regular sessions of congress. So

preparatory to baking bread, and- It 
was almost rod hot 
She left throe 


little girls.. Including the baby, In.tho 
kitchen while sho chopped more, fuel 
In tho woodshed about fifty .feet from 
tho. hotirie. 


When she returned the baby was 


missing, but her questions to the other 
children brought no Information. -Af- 
ter searching -the house, she smellad 
an odor of cooking flesh, and, rushing 
to the stove, Jerked open the oven 
door. 
The child's body, baked to a 


crls'p. was disclosed. 


It appears that the C-ycar-old sis- 


ter, believing the Infant was 
cold, 


sought to warm It, and, pushing It into 
the oven, closed the door, then forgot 


When the mother; opened the oven 


door the draft caused tho clothing of 
the child to hurst Into flames and 
charred Its already blackened ' body 
until' It was almost unrecognizable. 
Unable to pull tho flaming corpse 
from tho. stove, tho frantic 
mother 


ran screaming for l.olp. ami when tho 
body was at last recovered It was 
nearly consumed.

DEADLY FUMES 


BLOCK RESCUE 


ENGINEER GIVES UP HIS OWN LIFE 


Salwyn M. Taylor Was Suffocated in an Attempt to Rescue 


Workmen Who Were Caught by the 


ISpeclnl hy Berlppn-McJtne.l 


Jan. 26.—The mystery. 


surrounding tho' Harwick mine dis- 
aster at Cheswlck In as yet unsolved. 
Tho latest investigation shows there 
Is no hope for hetween a hundred 
and eighty and hundred ninety men 
who wcro In the mine when the ex- 
plosion occurred yesterday morning. 
Long distance telephones from Chcs- 
wick this morning say that Mlno In- 
spector Cunningham camo out ot the 
mine this morning and stated that 
he had gone a 'fourth of a mile Into 
the mine and did not think there 
was anyone alive In the whole mine. 
He saw sixteen dead men near the 
mouth of the pit. Further Investiga- 
tion has been stopped by a big cave 
In of the mine's side. The liody of 
Sclvcn Taylor, tho distinguished en- 
gineer was hoisted 'out of the mine 
this morning. 


Selwyn.M. TaJ-lo'r of I'lttsbu'rg, Pa., 


one of the best mining engineers In 
the country, gave up his life In the 
effort to save tho men hurled In the 
gas-choked passages 
In 
the shaft 


which had been wrecked by an ex- 
plosion of fire damp. 


It had first been reported that sev- 


enty-five men had hcun found uncon- 
scious but alive. Ton minutes later 
the 
body of 
Selwyn Taylor was 


brought to tho top of the shaft. He 
had been dead for several hours, and 
then all hope that any of the 180 or 
190 entombed men were alive was 
t.handoned. 


Ice Covers the Dead. 


The rescuers arc being \brought out 


coated with Ice, drenched to thu skin, 
and unable to walk. They report that 
dead are scattered- one above the 
other as thick CB pine needles. Water 
Is fast pourlng: Into the. mine,. cover- 
Ing the corpses with a shroud of Ice 
and making' the work of rescue, al- 
most Impossible. After damp Is col- 
lecting In quantities. 


Time and again the rescuers were 


driven back from the shaft. 
Each 


time they returned to their task. In 
an effort to reach thu men they know 
to be Imprisoned among tho crushed 
timbers and In the gas-laden atmos- 
phere of the ruined mine. 


Rescue parties, headed by State 


Mine Inspector Cunningham, have 
been brought back nearly dead, over- 
powered by the noxious tumes of the 
lower levels. Still tho work has not 
halted. 


Fire Damp Explodes. 


Tho explosion occurred at the bot- 


tom of one of tho shnfy. .nnjl 


Fire Damp. 


Btimabiy wa's caused by fire (Tamp; 
Robert North and' Jack McCann, en- 
gineers employed by the Allegheny 
Coal company, tried to get Into the 
mine by way of thu stairs through 
the air shaft. They managed to grope 
their way some distance, but were 
finally driven back by the foul air. 


The main shaft into the mine, 220 


feet deep, was made useless by-the 
explosion, which hurled both cages, 
one of which was within thirty feet ot 
the bottom of the shaft, through the 
tipple, thirty feet above the surface. 


Believe All Are Dead. 


While disaster overtook tho first res- 


cue party which' entered the mine, 
nothing was learned of the fate ot .the 
miners who went to work la the deep 
shaft.

Three of the rescuers, Becker, Smith 


and Walkernest, when they returned 
to the surface, declared that, iu their 
opinion, all to the mine outside of the 
rescue party, are dead, Including Tay- 
lor, the engineer.

The only check on the number ot 


men entombed In the gas choked pass- 
ageways of the mines Is the number 
of lamps given out to tho men as they 
went to work.

H. F. Hutchlnson gave out between 


ISO and 190 lamps.

Heroes With Grimy Hands. 


There were many heroes in oilskins 


and overalls and with grimy hands 
gathered round the shaft.. It Is a-hard 
thing for men to do.to go down into 
darkness and possible death, even for 
tho lives ot men-they know, but there 
were many volunteers • who 
were 


strangers to'the'entombed men. At" 
every call there-were.-,-always - men 
enough to man the bucket. Again and . 
.again the men were driven batk'tb the' 
fresh air and the hcat~of'the boiler 
rooms, but only to return'to the deep 
shaft for still another attempt to reach 
the men burled beneath. 


Thought Mine Was Stfe. 


F. W. Cunningham,' the mine Inspec- 


tor of the Fourteenth district, said: 


"I went to Grccnsburg to inspect a 


mine and when I reached home.I found 
a bunch of telegrams telling: mo of this 
disaster. Tho mine where.the explo- 
sion took place was Inspected, I think, 
about the first of December. There 
was some gaa In there, then, but I • 
never considered the mine dangerous." 


The last Inspection blank hanging 


on the nail In the mine'company's of- 
fice Is dated July 17,1903, but It is evi- 
dent t'hat a' later report had been 
•orn off.

Tho developments In its 
Investigation of tho brutal murder of 
Miss Sarali C. Senator placing the 
young, university man, 'Joseph Hclt- 
gor, under surveillance, has unnerved 
Its resldcnto. 


Mayor Smith said; 
"Holtgor was 


considered by tho police In their In- 
quiry because discrepancies existed In 
the accounts we received of his move- 
ments on the nlRht of the murder, 
and such discrepancies, I may say, 
still exlct. He la still a factor." 


Asked to what discrepancies ho re- 


ferred, tho mayor w.-.id: 
"fironton 


Smith, my son, says that ho urrlved 
at the old library, whore the basket- 
ball game was held, shortly after 7 
o'clock and that ho saw HeitRcr thero 
at that time. Michael Murphy states 
that ho did not reach the library until 
after 7:30 o'clock, and that neither 
my son nor HoUgcr had reached the 
hall at that time. Some ono was mis- 
taken."

Intimation that any Bedford official 
has given that Hcltger has boc-n seri- 
ously considered In tho attempt to 
solve the mystery of Miss Sclmfcr's 
death.

KING COTTON. 


"King Cotton" made his greatest 


record In the export figures of tho 
calendar year 1S03. 
From 1S83 to 


31*03 cotton exports averaged a little 
more than three-fourths of a million 
dollars a day. In 1803 they averaged 
'more than one million dollars In value 
per day. In the last three months of 
1903 they averaged more than two 
million dollars per day. and In the 
closing month of the year nearly two 
and a half million dollars per -Jay. 
Exports of cotton In December. 1903. 
show a greater*value than in any pre- 
ceding month in the history of cot- 
ton exportation, the total being over 
72 million dollars and thus averaging 
two and one-half million dollars for 
every day of the month. 


The value of cotton exports from 


the. United States, as shown by tho 
Departmept of Commerce and Labor 
through Its Bureau of Statistics, was 
S<& million dollars. 
These are the 


preliminary figures, but will not be 
materially changed by tho 
revised 


statement to be Issued later In the 
present month. 
The total valuo or 


the exports exceeds by 
G-l million 


dollars that of the preceding record 
year. 1900. when the value of tho cot- 
ton exported was 314 million dollars. 
The. value of cotton exports never 
reached the 300 million dollar line 
except In years IflOO, 1901. and 1903. 
In 1900 the total was 314 millions. 
In 1901. 301 millions, and In 1903. 
378 millions of dollars. 


While the total value of the year's 


exports of cotton was tho highest on 
record, the quantity exported did not 
reach so high a figure as In 1898. 
•when the value was much below that 
of 1903. 
The total quantity exported 


in 1903 was 
3,fi20.000.000 
pounds, 


which execeeded that of any preced- 
ing year except 1898. when the total 
was 4.178.000.000 pounds. Tho value 
of the cotton exports of 1S98. how- 
ever, was only $232,7f.8,2b4. or less 
than two-thirds as much as that of 
1903, although the quantity In 1898 
was 13 per cent greater. 


Cotton forms constantly a 
very 


large share of tho exports, .and es- 
pecially of the agricultural exports of 
tho United States. 
During tho en- 


tire period from 1SS3 to 1903 the val- 
ue of cotton exported has aggregated 
over five millions of dollars and aver- 
aged 25 per cent, of the total exports 
of domestic products and nr. per cent, 
of the agricultural products exported. 
In 1903 cotton formed about 28 per 
cent of the total exports and about 
38 per cent, of the total exports of 
agricultural products. 


Tho United Kingdom was fn 1903 


tho largest customer for our cotton. 
The total valuo of cotton exported 
from the United States to tho United 
Kingdom In tho calendar year 1903 
was. In round terms, 147 million "dol- 
' lars. and this total of 147 millions 


forms 3!) per cent., of our total cot- 
ton exports In that year. 
Germany 


Ftood second In tho list of our cot- 
ton customers, tho total valuo of our 
cotton exported to Germany during 
the year being 111 million dollars. 
France was third In the list of pur- 
chasers, our total exports of cotton 
to that country In 1903 being 47 mil- 
lions. To Italy, which stood next In 
tho list, the total was 21 millions; to 
nussla. nearly 9 millions; to Belgium 
about S millions; to British North 
America. 5 millions; to Japan, about 
•IVimllllons. and to Mexico, a little 
over 3 millions. .While tho United 
Kingdom Is the largest purchaser of 
American cotton, her Increase over 
preceding years Is much less than 
that of Germany. The total value of 
our cottrm exports (p thti United 
Kingdom In tho year 1903 aggregated 
lint about 5 million dollars In excess 
of the total for 1900, while that to 
Germany exceeded by 23 millions the 
total for 1900, the former record year.

came to Green county.

ing to Wisconsin he completed his 
legal studies and was admitted to 
tho bar and opened an odlco at Mon- 
roe, where he has since lived.

he was elected district attorney 


for Green county, and In 1858 county 
judge. Tho office of county Judgo ho

and until his retirement In 189S. Judgo 
Dunwlddie was a jman of large public 
spirit and was very prominent In the 
early lilstory of the state.
